The food administration asks the 
farmers to eliminate waste, first, by 
allowing the grain to get in proper 
condition to cut. thereby aiding the 
threshermen to do a better job; sec­ 
ond, by properly harvesting the grain 
This will be explained in detail at 
the meeting; third, by using tight 
wagon boxes to haul the grain from 
machines to granery, and
